The 
"rates" proved to be no leas than 10 
per cent.a month in most cases, and 
in no case Investigated by the head of 
the bureau was the rate lesa than 90 
per cent per annum. In many cases 
the men were the heads of bureaus and 
divisions under the commissioner, and 
evidence is at hand' that they uied 
their superior positions to mulct their 
subordinates out of a. goodly portion of 
their earnings upon- threat that Jf they 
failed to pay up on the frequently re- 
curring interest days 
or 
rebelled 


against their usurious exactions they. 
could not hope for promotions In the 
government service. 


Similar investigations have been 


conducted In other bureaus and de- 
partments of the government; and !t is 
understood that the general practice In 
many of the departments of forming 
companies to lend money at high rates 
of interest ls~to be broken up by dras- 
tic measures.

TALKS ABOUT THE INSANE. 


Dr. Zeller of iBartonville Proved a Most 


Interesting Speaker. 


The addtess. or little talk as he term- 


ed it b.v Dr. G. H. Zeller, supeiintend- 
enl of the Bartonville hospital for in- 
sane, was interesting to a high degree. 
The only thing about It that displeased 
was that he cut it shoit. 


He prefaced his papei with a brief 


reference to the Dougheity defalcation 
although he did not mention Ihe name 
of lhat official and sajd that, thai af- 
fair was only one more reminder of Ihe 
fact that those men whose duty it is 
to do such work should rigidly, thor- 
oughly and constantly inspect the ac- 
counts of all men whose official life 
place them in charge of public funds 
His paper was on 


Modern Methods in Care of Insane. 
Dr. Zeiler said that while he was to 


address a bodv of laymen it was not 
a body of unmfoimed men, for they 
knew something of the care of unfortu- 
nates by reason of. theii association 
with the inmates of the poor houses. 


Dr. Zeller was for several years a 


suigeon in the army stationed in the 
Philippines, and he began by telling 
.some of his expeiience there. In the 
guaid house there the doctor found fif- 
ty prisoners 
including the cheapest 


pett> thief and the high toned political 
intriguer, charged 
with treason. 
In 


the bunch were twelve men charged 
with murder—the former chief of po- 
lice and eleven policemen 
Dr. 
Zeller 


discovered on his first visit there that 
some of the inmates uere 
suffering 


wilh lhat oriental disease known as 
3eri-ben. The commanding officer was 
notified and a request made that these 
afflicted persons be removed to 
the 


hospital but thai was denied Afler two 
of the men died the others were paroled 


restiallied, and vet there was no re-

They belong to 
a class by themselves, and should not 
be turned in with the insane, bill they 
sl-ould be provided for by the slate in 
a colony by themselves where they can 
have special treatment such as they 
need. 
Our state has thus far failed 


to do its duty in caring for this most 
unfortunate class. 
I trust that .our 


next legislature will again take up this 
question and make proper provisions 
fc; the epileptics. The supervisors have 
the building of court houses and other 
structures showing architectural skill 
and the development of civilization; 
they have the management of county 
offices and the disbursement of county 
funds; the building of roads and bridg- 
es is, another problem for them to 
solve. 
It ;s not as necessary to tel 


hew to build good roads as it is to tell 
how to get them built.

CIVILIAN 
DOCTORS 
CUT OFF. 


The work of civilian physicians in 


examining recruits for the army has 
proven so unsatisfactory that their ser- 
vices have been dispensed with in that 
capacity. 
This decision is contained 


n general orders from the war depart- 
ment. 
The fees to civilian physicians 


for this work have averaged $60,000 an- 
nually. Complaints from army officers 
of the physicaT condition of recruits 
las been increasing and the govern- 
ment has been put to great expense in 
issuing equipment and paying trans- 
poitation for those discharged before 
[hey have rendered any service be- 
cause of glaring physical defects. 


The lack of officers in the medical 


department of the aimy makes it im- 
possible to detail such officers with 
recruiting officers. The new plan will 
be to have recruits examined thorough- 
ly for physical defects by recruiting- of- 
ficers, who will follow strictly the 
manual of the army. 
On acceptance 


the recruit will be sent to the nearest 
depot, where he will lie put through a 
rigid medical examination by the reg- 
ular post surgeon. No equipment will 
be issued to him until he has passed 
this examination and the only expense 
the go\ernment will have been put to 
in case of rejection will be the_co6^of 
tr 
tion to the post
